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Work designed to boost safety at busy junction

WORK to improve safety and 
reduce congestion at a busy 
junction in Halesowen will be¬ 
gin its final stage next year. 

The £3 million scheme to overhaul 
the junction at Dudley Road and 
Coombs Road in Halesowen began in 
January and it was originally hoped it 
would be completed this year. 

Work to widen the pedestrian islands and in¬ 
crease lanes has taken place on entrances from 
Dudley Road, Furnace Hill and Halesowen 
Road. 

Workers will now take place in 2018 to com¬ 
plete the scheme by focusing on the Coombs 
Road entrance. It will result in the extension of 
lanes from two to three with a new right-hand 
lane to reduce congestion. 

Halesowen North ward Councillor Hilary 
Bills said: “Councillors called for this work to 
be done to improve the safety of junction and 
reduce congestion. 

“It is in an area where there is a lot of hous¬ 
ing but people have stopped using the junction 
to cross as pedestrians. 

Route 

“With the increased size in pedestrian is¬ 
lands I hope it provides a safer route for fami¬ 
lies to cross the road.” 

Drivers are regularly stuck in delays on 
Coombs Road during rush hour as traffic head¬ 
ing for the M5 backs up from Manor Way. 

Nearly 7,000 people work on the Coombs 
Wood Business Park and vehicles leaving the 
site only adds to the delays. 

Almost £3 million had been awarded to Dud¬ 
ley Council from the Black Country Execu¬ 
tive Committee’s Local Growth Fund for the 
scheme. 

Meanwhile, major road disruption is forecast 
nearby as the M5 roadworks misery spreads to 
nearby roads in Sandwell. 

A series of closures are planned as part of the 
long-running motorway works. Birmingham 
Road, Park Lane and Stone Street, in Oldbury, 
as well as Spon Lane South, in West Bromwich, 
will be closed for periods. Sandwell Council said 
the closures would be mostly overnight and 
short-term. 

Highways England has come under fire over 
restrictions in place on the motorway, which 
have seen traffic reduced to a crawl. 


WALL DESIGN A NOD TO CRADLEY HEATH HERITAGE

A 12ft wall that collapsed three years ago 
has finally been rebuilt with an eye-catch¬ 
ing design paying tribute to Cradley Heath’s 
chain-making history. 

The eyesore wall fell into Stacey Close, in 
Cradley Heath, in June 2014 and has cost 
Sandwell Council bosses more than £200,000 
to rebuild. 

Resident Robert Mooney, from Clyde 
Street, which the wall backs onto, has cam¬ 
paigned for it to be rebuilt since the collapse. 

He said: “I am delighted that at long last it 
is finally complete. I asked if they could put a 


chain design in honour of the chain-makers 
workshop in my back garden - so it was a nod 
to that too. 

“Sutton Coldfield Construction who did the 
building were really nice and did a fantastic 
job. 

Mess 

“It is great to be able to go outside and see 
it look how it does without it being in the 
mess it was before. 

“I never thought I would see the day when 
it would look like this - it has been a battle.” 


The remains of the collapsed wall had or¬ 
ange barriers in place around it after it fell 
down, but despite several visits from council 
officers up until 2016 no work was carried 
out. to restore it 

The derelict state led to further problems as 
the alleyway was blighted by bags of rubbish 
and broken furniture, alongside the rubblee. 

However, earlier this year council bosses 
said they were looking to appoint a contrac¬ 
tor to undertake the ‘major structural works’. 

Repair work to rear gardens was also com¬ 
pleted, including slabs and fences.

Sergeant Alan Hands, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Collision Investigation Unit, 
said: “I would urge anyone who saw what 
happened on City Road or has any infor¬ 
mation to urgently call my team on 101. 

“The family of the man are being sup¬ 
ported by specialist officers.”

charity 'selfie' cash is stolen 


A GRANDFATHER from Dudley has 
been left devastated after thieves tar¬ 
geted his home, stealing £300 raised for 
a cancer charity. 

Jake Pearson had raised the money in 
memory of his wife, who died last year 
after a five-year battle with breast can¬ 
cer. 

The money had been raised for Can¬ 
cer Research UK through public dona¬ 
tions to a charity box placed outside his 
Pensnett Road home, where passers-by 
can leave a donation if they want to take 
a selfie snap with quirky models that 


former lorry driver Mr Pearson keeps 
on his drive. 

The thieves also stole his late wife’s 
earrings and a credit card 

Mr Pearson, 75, said: “It’s upsetting. 
I got up and the windows were open and 
the door was unlocked, the photograph 
of my granddaughter near the fireplace 
was on the floor. The money has gone 
and the earrings have gone - the money 
had gone out the cupboard, all £300. I 
must have disturbed them when I came 
down the stairs and put the lights on 
because that’s all they took. 


Mr Pearson’s fundraising campaign 
has been based on the generosity of 
those who have donated in appreciation 
of his quirky sense of humour, having 
large models of a gorilla and a dinosaur 
outside his home. 

He added that despite the theft last 
Tuesday he still had £200 to give to 
charity. 

Mr Pearson, who has four grandchil¬ 
dren and 10 great-grandchildren, said: 
“I’ve got two gorillas, a dinosaur, a tip¬ 
per truck and I’m looking for a woolly 
mammoth, all for cancer research.” 


Taskforce will combat 
off-road bike menace 


AN emergency service taskforce 
has been set up to tackle the 
menace of off-road bikers in the 
Black Country. 

West Midlands Police has joined 
forces with Sandwell Council and 
West Midlands Fire Service to stamp 
out disruptive behaviour in parks and 
open space across the borough. 

The partnership was unveiled at War¬ 
rens Hall Park in Dudley where it was 
revealed that the taskforce will use Fire 
Brigade Response Vehicles to catch nui¬ 
sance off-road bikers, fly-tippers and people 
starting grass fires. 

The 4x4s will allow members of the team 
to gain access to areas that standard vehi¬ 
cles cannot reach. 

Haden Cross fire watch commander 
Jason Jew said: “When our crews come 
out and attack these issues, such as grass 
and fly-tipping fires, we’re also trying to 
address instances of anti-social behaviour 
involving off-road motorcycles. 

Threat 

“Obviously, off-road motorcycles pose a 
threat to my crews that are attending these 
fires and tackling these fires but also any 
people that are actually using the parks - 
dog walkers and cyclists. It’s an emerging 
risk not only in Warrens Hall Park, we’ve 
got issues in Wednesbury, which is Friar 
Park, we’ve got issues in Tipton.” 

The partnership aims to ease the work¬ 
load of West Midlands Police, helping the 
force to identify those causing problems 
and to impound off-road scramblers. 

The pilot scheme will run until October. 
If it is successful, plans have been made for 
it to be rolled out every year. 

Jason Brunt, sales manager at Street- 
bike in Halesowen, was at the launch of 
the initiative. He said: “Anybody who is a 
proper motorcyclist will be taking off-rode 
bikes to proper off-road centres around the 
Midlands and there’s plenty of them within 
easy reach, so there’s no need to come to 
places like this.”

At just seven months old Tommy 
lost both his legs and his right hand 
following a bout of meningitis. 

Outside the ground on Sunday 
fans were asked to donate to help 


provide him with new prosthetics. 
Inside The Hawthorns, Tommy 
was smiling from ear to ear, par¬ 
ticularly as he got to meet his fa¬ 
vourite player James Morrison. 

James McClean also took the 
time to pose for pictures with the 
youngster who won the hearts of 
Albion fans after first appearing as 
Fans’ Champion earlier this year. 

Mascots Baggie Bird and Albi 
were reacquainted with Tommy 
and there was even time for a chat 
with celebrity Albion fans, come¬ 


dian Frank Skinner and TV pre¬ 
senter Adrian Chiles. 

Sunday’s fundraising was organ¬ 
ised by season-ticket holder Debbie 
Green. She said: “Tommy was just 
constantly smiling all day and was 
absolutely loving it.”

Tuckley and Dean Brown, have 
been fundraising ever since tragedy 
struck and now the £20,000 target 
has been hit he will be getting pros¬ 
thetic legs. 


Club looking 
at 'abusive' 
comment 
to player 

HALESOWEN Town has confirmed it 
is investigating claims of abusive com¬ 
ments made towards an opposition play¬ 
er at The Grove. 

The club has apologised for alleged 
abuse aimed at James Beresford, who 
featured in Sutton Coldfield Town’s 2-0 
victory at the Old Hawne Lane ground. 

Beresford was purportedly subjected 
to the comments during Monday’s game 
after picking up an injury following a 
late tackle from Halesowen captain Dan¬ 
iel Bragoli, who received a red card. 

Club president Colin Brookes, who is 
the father of chairman Karen Brookes, 
said: “Things like this happen on occa¬ 
sion and hopefully the supporter will see 
the error of his ways. If we can identify 
who it was, we would like to speak to the 
person responsible.” 

A club statement, posted on Tuesday, 
read: “The club would like to apologise 
to James and everyone at Sutton Cold¬ 
field Town and will be investigating this 
matter further, taking relevant action 
where necessary.” 

Sutton Coldfield Town’s official Twit¬ 
ter account responded to the statement, 
posting: “Emotions do occasionally get 
the better of some supporters. 

“Your player personally apologised to 
@Bezza_95 which was accepted and ap¬ 
preciated.” 


Gun threat at

POLICE are hunting two robbers who 
threatened staff at a bookmakers in 
Dudley with a gun. 

The crooks, who were wearing boiler 
suits and masks, burst into Betfred in 
Saltwells Road, Netherton, and got away 
with cash.

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Quarrel over 
free parking 
exposes Tory 
UKIP divide 

THE introduction of free parking at 
council-run car parks across Dudley 
borough has sparked a row. 

UKIP members have been irritated 
by the Conservative-controlled coun¬ 
cil’s move to bring in an hour’s free 
parking, insisting it will make little 
difference and pushing for two hours 
of free parking instead, as per a previ¬ 
ous trial period. 

UKIP support allowed the Tories to 
take control of Dudley Council in May 
but cracks in the alliance have begun 
to show as UKIP group leader Coun¬ 
cillor Paul Brothwood is irritated that 
they were not consulted on the move. 

No single party has a majority at 
Dudley Council but UKIP lent its sup¬ 
port to the Tories in May to put Con¬ 
servative group boss Patrick Harley 
in charge as council leader. It is not a 
formal coalition. 

Councillor Brothwood said: “With¬ 
out consulting us they reduced it to 
two hours. It is certainly not good 
enough. The trial for two hours was 
very successful and I spoke to traders 
who had seen an increase in footfall.” 

Councillor Harley said the change 
to one hour free parking would make 
up to £500,000 available to tidy up the 
borough. He did not rule out bringing 
in two hours free parking in the fu¬ 
ture. He added: “One hour will be fine 
for the majority of shoppers.” 

The free hour will be introduced on 
October 1. 

Burglars claimed 
they were police 

TWO burglars broke into an elderly 
Dudley woman’s home while she was 
sleeping and then pretended to be po¬ 
lice. 

The 89-year-old was disturbed by 
the men after they forced open the 
back door of her home in the Russells 
Hall area. 

When challenged the intruders told 
her that they were police officers but 
began searching her bedroom. The 
pair fled empty-handed. 

The woman was not physically in¬ 
jured but suffered a panic attack and 
was very shaken by the experience, 
according to West Midlands Police. 

Officers are now appealing for in¬ 
formation following the burglary at 
around 12.40pm on August 2. Three 
white men made off in a grey Audi A3.

Police blocked Himley Road in Dudley 


A MAN was seriously injured after 
being hit by a car amid reports of 
gunfire as violence flared in a Dudley 
street. 

Armed police descended on Himley 
Road after the 36-year-old suffered 
serious leg injuries and shots were 
heard. 

Neighbours told of a large group of 
men armed with baseball bats, ma¬ 
chetes and golf clubs seen getting out 
of cars and vans at around 7.30pm on 
Thursday. The gunshots were heard 
at around 10pm as a car sped away 
from the scene. 


Around 15 men then gathered near 
a roundabout that joins with Wolver¬ 
hampton Street as police arrived. 

The victim was taken to hospital 
with serious leg injuries but did not 
suffer gunshot wounds and is believed 
to have been the only person hurt. 

Himley Road was closed off for 
forensic teams to comb the area for 
clues. Officers were also out to reas¬ 
sure worried residents. 

Chief Inspector Sean Phillips, in¬ 
cident manager for West Midlands 
Police, said: “Gun crime is a high 
priority for us and we will be work¬ 


ing round the clock to identify who is 
responsible. 

“We urge anyone who was in the 
vicinity, and saw what happened, to 
contact us as soon as possible with 
any information.” 

Ex-soldier Mark Rigg, aged 52, who 
lives nearby, said: “Seven vehicles - 
cars and vans - pulled up and some 
men jumped out with machetes, base¬ 
ball bats and golf clubs, and went up 
to the house. A guy in the car wearing 
a mask started papping his horn and 
they all jumped back into the cars. He 
drove off with the doors still open.” 


Police tell nightclub to 
carry out more searches 


A NIGHTCLUB in Stourbridge that was 
the scene of a fatal stabbing is being 
allowed to open again by licensing 
bosses. This comes after police de¬ 
scribed the search policy at Chicago’s, 
in the town centre, as ‘inadequate’ 
when Ryan Passey, 24, was stabbed. 

Detectives said they had seen no evidence 
from CCTV of anyone being searched en¬ 
tering the club on the night that Mr Passey 
was stabbed but club bosses insist customers 
were searched out of view of the cameras. 

Popular amateur footballer Mr Passey, from 
Quarry Bank, died as a result of the injuries he re¬ 
ceived during the incident inside the club during 
the early hours of Sunday, August 6. 

The nightclub has been told it can re-open but 
ordered to tighten security and will now have to 
use metal detection wands to search customers. Po¬ 
lice they were not satisfied with the previous policy 
of one in six people being searched. 

Aunt 

Mr Passey’s aunt Sue Passey told councillors: “I 
don’t believe they were doing any checks. I also be¬ 
lieve Chicago’s was negligent in its responsibility, 
not only to keep Ryan safe but to keep the public 
safe.” Ms Passey handed a petition signed by 4,000 
people calling for the High Street club to be closed. 

Charles Streeten, on behalf of West Midlands 
Police, said: “The procedures in place were inad¬ 
equate. The police have proposed a series of strin¬ 
gent conditions designed to prevent anything like 
this happening again. Police viewed two hours of 
CCTV and didn’t see anyone being searched.” 

Dudley Council’s licensing committee approved 
several conditions that the club must follow, in¬ 
cluding fire exit alarms to ensure nobody sneaks in. 

James Rankin, on behalf of Deltic, which owns 
Chicago’s, said: “I accept with the benefit of hind¬ 
sight the procedures in place that night were inap¬ 
propriate. But it was appropriate at the time given 
there was no history of offences.” 

Kobe Murray, 19, of The Broadway, Dudley, 
has been charged with murder and remanded in 
custody to appear at Birmingham Crown Court on 
Tuesday.

Car ends up on 
roof in M5 crash 

FIVE people were treated by medics 
after a three-car smash which saw one 
vehicle end up on its roof on the M5. 

The crash happened just before 
lpm on Saturday on the M5 north 
between junctions three and two in 
the Woodgate Valley area, close to the 
Halesowen junction. 

One person was taken to Sandwell 
hospital following the crash and two 
people suffered minor injuries. 

Two fire crews attended the scene. 
A spokesman from West Midlands 
Fire said: “We were called at 12.51 to 
a three motor vehicle collision on the 
M5 north between junctions three and 
two. One vehicle ended up on its roof.” 

Shopping centre 
deal is refinanced 

THE owner of intu Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre has completed a £488 mil¬ 
lion refinancing deal. 

Intu Properties has refinanced a 
loan agreement taken out to enable its 
full ownership of the shopping centre, 
where is is planning a new cinema and 
restaurants. Intu originally bought a 
50 per cent stake in Merry Hill, the 
seventh largest UK shopping centre, 
in March 2014 for £408m from West- 
field. Queensland Investment Corpo¬ 
ration retained the other half until 
intu agreed to acquire the remaining 
50 per cent last year in a £410m deal. 

Housing estate 
speeding concern 

AN ‘urgent review’ into crashes on a 
housing estate in the Black Country 
has been called for due to concerns 
over speeding motorists and pedestri¬ 
an safety. 

Campaigners say that the Caledo¬ 
nia estate in Brierley Hill has seen 
increased crashes and dangerous driv¬ 
ing in recent months. 

A petition launched by the Caledo¬ 
nia Residents’ Association is rapidly 
gaining signatures after more than 
100 motorists were caught speeding 
in just one hour on the estate during 
a crackdown. 

Six teenagers arrested 
after house break-in 

SIX teenagers have been arrested af¬ 
ter a break-in at a house. 

The six arrested, all for burglary, 
were an 18-year-old woman from 
Brierley Hill, three 16-year-old boys 
from Dudley, a 15-year-old boy from 
Halesowen and 17-year-old boy from 
Stourbridge for burglary and posses¬ 
sion of cannabis. 

The arrests followed reports of a 
break-in at a house on Dunsley Road 
in Kinver.

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Philippines failed health staff 
recruitment trip cost £l9k 


THE trust which runs Russells Hall hospital spent £19,000 on 
a trip to the Philippines, which saw them recruit just three 
new staff. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust conducted 115 candidate 
interviews on the trip in April last year but almost all of them proved 
unsuitable. A total of 108 candidates were unsuccessful because they 
failed to pass an English language test. 

Dudley UKIP councillor Paul Brothwood said: “I think it’s a sad reflection 
that they need to travel all the way to the Philippines to hire staff when we have 
perfectly good students here in Britain. It’s a total waste of money but sadly it 
doesn’t surprise me, the public financial sector is out of control.” 

But the trust now says its recruitment focus would now remain closer to 
home, following the trip to the Far East which they described as ‘not successful’. 

Russells Hall Hospital has taken 
on 60 nurses and midwives in recent 
weeks and held another recruitment 
event last week that led to ten more 
staff being hired. 

Dudley Council health boss Rachel 
Harris, said that the Government’s 
decision to cancel bursaries for nurse 
training had hit the homegrown sup¬ 
ply of staff.

Group claim 
childcare crisis 
in borough 

MORE than 700 parents in Dudley 
borough are unable to find a carer for 
their children. 

A report has found that just 318 
childcare providers were found to be 
actively searching for work in Dudley 
in comparison to more than 1,000 par¬ 
ents requiring their services. 

However, council bosses in the bor¬ 
ough have disputed the findings and 
challenged them after the apparent 
crisis was revealed by Childcare.co.uk, 
which compiled its internal data to 
compare the number of parents and 
child carers. 

Councillor Anne Millward, cabinet 
member for children’s services at 
Dudley Council, said: “I must admit 
I have never, ever had any calls from 
anybody, had an issue with anyone 
coming to me saying they can’t find 
child care. 

“In the last few years we have had 
a massive increase in private nurser¬ 
ies, in fact, it’s one of the big growth 
areas, so I’m rather surprised that’s 
what they said. I would challenge 
those figures, we have got some excel¬ 
lent Ofsted ratings and as I say I have 
never had anybody come to me with a 
child care issue in the borough.” 

The company also claimed that 
Dudley is one of the most in-demand 
places in the UK for childcare provid¬ 
ers.

GIVING advice to parents of teenagers 
whose exam results weren’t what they 
would have hoped, psychologist Elle 
Boag of Birmingham City University says 
the worst possible thing they could say is:

HISTORIC buildings in 
Sandwell will be sharing 
some of their secrets and 
stories later this month. 

People can go behind closed doors 
at Haden Hill House, off Barrs Road, 
Cradley Heath, when visitors be¬ 
tween 11am and 3pm on Thursday, 
September 7, can unlock the secrets 
of the attic and store rooms at this 


Victorian gentleman’s residence. The 
museum is also open Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 8 to Sunday, September 10, and 
there will also be Proms in the Park 
from 2pm until 6pm on September 
10 . 

There is also a rare chance to visit 
Haden Old Hall, next to Haden Hill 
House and not often open to the pub¬ 
lic. The hall, open between 2pm and 
4pm on Saturday and Sunday, Sep¬ 


tember 9-10, was built in the 1600s. 

History buffs can also get a closer 
look at the impressive belvedere 
tower which is undergoing resto¬ 
ration at Oak House in Oak Road, 
West Bromwich. This 17th century 
farmer’s house was developed in the 
1650s. 

There will be ‘medieval mayhem’ 
at the Manor House Museum, Hall 
Green Road, West Bromwich on Sep¬

His writings about his travels dur¬ 
ing the American War of Independ¬ 
ence are among ascinating historical 
resources on show at Bishop Asbury 
Cottage in Newton Road, West Bro¬ 
mwich. 


More back call 
to save former 
Hingley home 

MORE objections have been lodged over 
plans to knock down an historic house in 
the Black Country. 

Dozens have contacted Dudley Coun¬ 
cil insisting Hatherton Lodge in Cradley 
- once home to famous chainmaker Noah 
Hingley - needs to be saved. 

The once-grand Victorian property has 
fallen into disrepair but campaigners be¬ 
lieve it should only be sold to someone will¬ 
ing to refurbish it.

Mr Hingley, whose world-renowned 
Netherton ironworks N Hingley & Sons 
made the anchor for the Titanic, lived at 
the property with his son Benjamin during 
the 19th century. 

The bid to knock it down has been met 
with a backlash from campaigners who in¬ 
sist the building should be preserved due to 
its historic importance.

AN ENOURMOUS visitor 
has pride of place at a Black 
County attraction until next 
spring. 

Fluffy, a stuffed woolly mam¬ 
moth, has been taken in by Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust and is not far off 
touching the ceiling of their canal- 
side Birmingham New Road base, 
The Portal. 

Housed in the Biffa Award Gallery, 
visitors can meet Fluffy - previously 
housed at the now closed down Dud¬ 
ley Museum & Art Gallery - for free, 
seven days a week from 10am until 
5pm. 

Sarah Fellows, the trust’s heritage 
activities officer, said: “Fluffy the 
mammoth used to live at Dudley Mu¬ 
seum & Art Gallery, and when that 
shut he went out to Bilston Craft Gal¬ 
lery as a part of a pre-historic exhibi¬ 
tion along with dinosaurs and things 
like that. 

Extinct 

“He is not due to go out to Worces¬ 
ter City Art Gallery and Museum 
until April next year, so we offered to 
temporarily home Fluffy until he goes 
there. We’ve given him a home - a roof 
over his head.” 

Complete with masses of fur, huge 
hooves and tusks - Fluffy truly is a 
sight to behold, and those who go to 
meet him at the trust’s headquarters 
will be able to find information on 
woolly mammoths, which became ex¬ 
tinct 15,000 years ago. 

Ms Fellows said: “It’s free to visit 
and people are encourage to take as 
many mammoth selfies as they like. 
Around 10,000 to 15,000 years ago, 
they would have been living here in 
Dudley and there’s information on 
what they were like.” 


PEOPLE in Dudley borough have 
been urged to share their views at 
community forums about ways of im¬ 
proving the area. 

The next round of the Dudley Coun¬ 
cil-run meetings will be held from 
September 4 to October 2. People can 
meet with local councillors and police 
officers. Forums also offer community 
groups the chance to bid for grants of 
up to £5,000 for projects.

A VICTIM of a paedophile religious leader who went on the 
run during his trial says he is constantly on her mind almost 
a year after he evaded justice. 

Hafiz Rahman, who preyed on two young girls at a Black Country 
mosque in the 1980s, fled to Bangladesh after claiming he was too ill 
to attend court. 

Rahman, aged 58, of Ballard Road, Netherton, was found guilty of five charges 
- of indecent assault in October. But 


Trial date set 
after murder 
bid is denied 

A MAN has denied attempting to kill 
a woman following a stabbing in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Ralph Foster, 55, from Bayswater 
Road, pleaded not guilty to charges 
of attempted murder and section 18 
wounding with intent to cause GBH. 
He appeared at Stafford Crown Court. 

The charges relate to an incident at 
Himley Hall just before 8pm on July 
16 which saw a 30-year-old woman 
and her eight-year-old son taken to 
hospital. 

The woman suffered multiple stab 
wounds and the boy had an arm in¬ 
jury. 

Foster denied further charges of 
aggravated vehicle taking, possession 
of a bladed item in a public place and 
interfering with a motor vehicle. 

He will stand trial at Stafford 
Crown Court on January 15. 


after the jury found him guilty in his 
absence, Rahman boarded a flight to 
Bangladesh. He was later sentenced 
to 11 and a half years for his crimes 
against children. 

Rahman was the imam at Queens 
Cross mosque in Cradley Heath and 
convicted of historic crimes against the 
girls, to whom he was supposed to be 
giving religious instruction. 

West Midlands Police insisted the 
hunt to find the fugitive remains an 
‘active investigation’, while the au¬ 
thorities are understood to have dis¬ 
covered a possible location for him. No 
arrest has as yet taken place. Hopes 
he could be brought back to serve his 
sentence were raised earlier this year 
when files were passed to extradition 
experts. 

One of his victims, now a 40-year- 
old mother, said the imam’s escape 
had prevented her from moving on. 
She believes he may never be found. 

“I still have no closure. I’m still 
angry and frustrated. It is constantly 
in my mind,” she said. “Others now 
know he was doing what he was doing 
but I haven’t got closure.” 

She remains angry that a closer 
watch wasn’t kept on Rahman by the 
police. She added: “I don’t think they 
will ever find him, Bangladesh is a 
very big country.” 


Suspicious fire destroys school building

A blaze ripped through the old for¬ 
est school building at the site Pensnett 
High School, Brierley Hill. The Tiled 
House Lane site is now one of the lo¬ 
cations used by the post-16 education 
department of Pens Meadow Special 
School. 

Around 10 firefighters tried to 


save the building as they tackled the 
intense blaze, the cause of which re¬ 
mains unknown. Firefighters used 
two hose reels to put out what they 
described as a severe fire on Saturday. 

Centre 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “We were called at 
7.17pm to a severe fire in the forest 
school outbuilding of Pensnett High 
School. 


“Two appliances attended, one from 
Dudley and one from Brierley Hill. 
Two hose reels were used. Crews left 
the scene just over an hour later.” 

A decision to close Pensnett High 
School was made with effect from July 
2010, despite protests from parents. 
It remained open for two years as a 
learning centre. 

The site has suffered several arson 
attacks in recent years. 


£l0k to make 
landmark 
theatre safe 

A FUNDRAISING mission to raise 
£10,000 towards the restoration of a 
landmark theatre in the Black Coun¬ 
try has been launched. 

It comes as Dudley Hippodrome 
campaigners say ‘a few hurdles’ have 
been put in the way of their bid to 
bring the beloved building back to 
life as a venue, to be renamed Black 
Country Hippodrome. 

A crowdfunding page - called Re¬ 
store the wonderful Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome - was set up by The Black 
Country Hippodrome group. Funds 
are needed for essential work. 

In recent months a major clean-up 
has taken place inside and out by 
a 15-strong team at the Castle Hill 
building, empty since 2009. 

A statement on the fundraising 
page reads: “The task of cleaning up 
the Hippodrome is obviously massive 
and is 100 per cent reliant on volun¬ 
teers at this stage who cannot risk 
their lives going into what is poten¬ 
tially an unsafe environment, with 
loose ceiling tiles, hanging light fit¬ 
tings and most seriously of all - as¬ 
bestos. 

“We want to see the Hippodrome 
restored and opened to the public as 
a multi-purpose arts venue” 

The group must raise around £5 
million to ensure the plans can go 
ahead.

Paramedics' dramatic 
actions shown on IV

THE inspirational actions of 
paramedics tending to pa¬ 
tients in the West Midlands 
have been screened on TV. 

The dramatic and graphic foot¬ 
age shows the life-saving inter¬ 
vention crews made to a 75-year- 
old grandfather in Rowley Regis 
who went in to cardiac arrest. 

And the documentary, called Am¬ 
bulance, also aired the heart-warming 
moments a high-risk expectant mother 
from Stourbridge give birth to her son 
in her bedroom. 

The first episode of the eight-part 
series which was shown on the BBC 
last week promising a ‘behind the si¬ 
rens insight’, centred around West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, which is 
one of the busiest services in the coun¬ 
try dealing with 3,000 calls a day. 

Advised 

Terry Billingham went into cardiac 
arrest at his home in Rowley Regis, at 
8.30pm on March 11. 

His wife Joan made a desperate call 
to 999 and was advised how to give 
him CPR by the call handler. Mean¬ 
while, paramedics Katie Linford and 
Sarah Watson were dispatched from 
around five miles away and arrived at 
the home within minutes. 

The documentary captures their he¬ 
roic actions in trying to revive Terry 
on the living room floor, ironically 
while Casualty is on the television in 
the background. 

After he had been in cardiac arrest 

for an agonising 26 minutes they man¬ 
aged to get a pulse, to the visible relief 
of his wife Joan looking on. 

For Katie, it was one of the rare 
occasions she has witnessed a patient 
survive a cardiac arrest. She said: “I 
get nervous. I try and keep it under 
wraps but deep down this person’s life 


is in your hands and it is your respon¬ 
sibility not to get it wrong. 

“Programmes on TV and reality are 
quite different things.” 

The previous day a crew had to 
attend a home in Stourbridge to a 
25-year-old woman in advanced la¬ 
bour. Paramedics considered transfer¬ 


ring the expectant mother, who was 
considered high-risk. 

But they made the decision to de¬ 
liver at the home and the baby arrived 
healthy and happy. 

Paramedic Natalie Greaves said: 
“What a privilege. To pass a baby to 
their mum is just lovely.”

TWO Midlands solicitors have been jailed for fraud and 
perverting the course of justice. 

Diljit Bachada, 45, was the principal solicitor at the law 
firm Hollies Solicitors in Bromsgrove. The victim was em¬ 
ployed by the firm, however, in August 2012 she resigned 
and there followed a dispute between the two parties about 
money owed to the victim. 

In May 2013, the victim received a county court claim 
made against her by the defendant for the breach of her 
contract of employment for £20,486.35. Attached to this 
claim were two contracts, signed by Bachada and the vic¬ 
tim, who realised that she had never signed them. 

The Law Society copyright at the foot of each page was 
incorrect and the clause stated in the contract did not come 
into force until July 2010, yet the documents had appar¬ 
ently been signed in January 2010. 

Bachada was later arrested as was 41-year-old Tharinjit 
Biring who had assisted her by providing false informa¬ 
tion in a witness statement. Bachada was found guilty of 
two counts of fraud and two further counts of perverting 
the course of justice. She was sentenced to four and a half 
years imprisonment. Biring was found guilty of perverting 
the course of justice and given 19 months jail. 



Stars asked to help 
support ex-players 


Jeff Astle died in 2002 from a degenerative brain condition 

PREMIER League footballers should donate one per cent 
of their wages to help fund dementia care for ex-players, 
according to the daughter of Baggies legend Jeff Astle. 

Dawn Astle said just one per cent of top footballer’s 
wages could go a long way towards setting up care homes 
for those suffering with the disease. 

Her father, who played 361 games for West Bromwich 
Albion and scored 174 goals, died in 2002 aged 59 due to a 
degenerative brain condition. Ms Astle, whose family set up 
a foundation in her father’s name, said dementia affected 
hundreds of former players. 

Research suggests footballers who repeatedly headed the 
ball could end up suffering from dementia. 

She said: “Our dream was to have a series of care homes 
to provide respite or long-term care. A one per cent levy 
on the wages of Premier League players would raise mil¬ 
lions to do that. Surely today’s players, who have so much 
money, wouldn’t begrudge that so those who laid the foun¬ 
dations for everything they have can be looked after.” 

End of the road for 
work at Spaghetti 

A £4.7 million scheme to carry out vital repair work to Spa¬ 
ghetti Junction on the M6 is entering its final stages. 

Highways England have been working around the clock 
to complete the project on the motorway which carries 
more than 220,000 vehicles a day. 

More than 215 locations where concrete was damaged 
have been repaired and replaced. 

The final stages of the scheme are set to be the most chal¬ 
lenging as the work is heavily weather dependant. 

Highways England emergency planning officer, Frank 
Bird, said: “We’re now entering the final stages of the 
scheme and we’d like to thank motorists for their patience 
while this vital work takes place. 

“Unlike some motorways in England, large stretches of 
the M6 and M5 in the Midlands are elevated which means 
that we need to ensure the integrity of the structure is 
maintained. Safety is our top imperative.” 


Build trains here and bring 
skills to the Midlands, says MP 


DUDLEY North MP Ian Ausin 
has welcomed plans to in¬ 
vest £1 billion in rail servic¬ 
es but says the new trains 
should be made in the Mid¬ 
lands. 

The Department for Transport has 
awarded the West Midlands rail fran¬ 
chise to West Midlands Trains Ltd, a 


joint venture of Dutch-owned Abellio, 
Japan East Railway Company and 
Mitsui & Co Ltd. 

The company is promising to spend 
nearly £1 billion on new trains, car¬ 
riages, station improvements, more 
frequent services and 900 appren¬ 
ticeships but Labour MP Mr Austin 
wants an assurance companies and 
young people in the Midlands to bene¬ 
fit from the investment. 


He is writing to Transport Secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling asking to meet 
the new operators to seek those as¬ 
surances. 

Mr Austin said: “The trains and 
carriages should be made here in the 
Midlands, parts sourced from man¬ 
ufacturers here and I want to see 
youngsters in the Midlands benefit 
from the 900 apprenticeships so they 
can get skills.”

Pupils receive GCSE exam 
results in new system 


STUDENTS from across Dud¬ 
ley had cause for celebration 
after getting their GCSE re¬ 
sults. 

The exams were the first run under 
a new system, which sees youngsters 
given scores - ranging from 1 to 9 - 
in their English and maths exams in¬ 
stead of grades. Other subjects are still 
marked from A* to U.. 

Thursday proved be an emotional 
affair for pupils and staff at Coseley 
School, which is closing down. 

The school’s top performers in its 
last cohort were Katie Watson and 
Lewis Jones, who both received tro¬ 
phies for highest academic achieve¬ 
ment. They are both off to King 
Edward VI in Stourbridge for their 
A-levels. Assistant head Phil Nicholls 
said he was proud of staff and stu¬ 
dents’ efforts last year in the knowl¬ 
edge the school was closing down. 

Grades 

At Bishop Milner Catholic College 
in Dudley, 90 per cent of students 
achieved a standard pass or higher 
and 77 per cent gained a strong pass 
or higher. The top performing student 
was Chloe McColgan, who achieved 
the highest possible grades in all 11 of 
her examinations, with three 9s and 
eight A*s. 

Pupils at Old Swinford Hospital 
in Stourbridge achieved double the 
number of top grades in English and 
maths. More than one third of the 
new grades in GCSE maths were at 
the top levels of 8 or 9. In maths and 
English combined, a quarter of grades 
were at 8 or 9. More than 90 per cent 
of pupils secured five or more C grades 
and grades 4 or above in English and 
maths.

standard pass in English and math, 
with three-quarters getting a stand¬ 
ard pass in at least five subjects.

Nadia is a breath of 


fresh 


I t took Nadia Clifford approximately 
0.2 seconds to accept her dream 
role as Jane Eyre. Actually, that’s 
not true. It took less than that for 
her to break into a scream after her 
agent called to say she’d landed 
the part. 

The people she was walking past, in London’s Soho, 
looked on aghast as she squealed with joy. 

“It was after my third audition, I was on my way to 
meet a friend for lunch, by which point I was emotionally 
invested in the role and the show. 

“My agent called 20 minutes after I left the audition 
with Sally, the director, and told me. I was in the middle of 
Soho and I just screamed down the phone. Anyone who 
was in the vicinity of me for 20 yards must have thought I 
was a mad woman. I was thrilled.” 

Nadia is, of course, anything but mad. An avowed 
Charlotte Bronte fan, she is quite literally playing her 
dream role in the National Theatre’s production of Jane 
Eyre, which runs at Birmingham’s REP from Monday until 
September 16 as part of a major 21 -city tour of the UK. 

This year marks the 170th anniversary of the first 
publication of Jane Eyre - and Charlotte Bronte’s much¬ 
loved story of the trailblazing Jane is still as inspiring 
as ever. The National Theatre’s bold and dynamic 
production tells the story of one woman’s fight for 
freedom and fulfilment. 

From her beginnings as a destitute orphan, Jane Eyre’s 
spirited heroine faces life’s obstacles head-on, surviving 
poverty, injustice and the discovery of bitter betrayal 
before taking the ultimate decision to follow her heart. 

Nadia had read the novel several times before 
auditioning for the role. Her first read through was as 
a 14-year-old, while she immersed herself again at 21 
before re-reading it twice for the role. 

“It’s a mammoth role and so I wasn’t taking it lightly. 

I wasn’t allowing myself to fantasise about 
getting it. It was so beyond the realms 
of possibility I just didn’t want to make 
a fool of myself. I was pinching myself 
when it eventually happened.” 

“It’s funny because reading it with 
the knowledge that I was going to 
be playing the role meant I read it in a 
different way to someone just enjoying 
the work of Charlotte Bronte. What was 
really amazing when I read it knowing I’d 
got the role was that it catapulted me 
back to my teens. I felt a strong sense of 
identification with a kindred spirit, which 
so many people feel. 

“Jane Eyre is universal at articulating 
love and anger and jealousy. It’s 
an enriching experience to read 
good writing. It makes you feel 
acknowledged in your own

doing some serious damage to 
your mental health. 

“But I have to access those 
places and when I am on stage. 

I still have to draw on personal 
experience and relationships and 
events from my life to bring truth 
and honesty to Jane’s journey. 

“OK, so I’m not an orphan and 
I don’t know what it’s like to be 
traumatised as a child, like she is 
in that relationship with Mrs Reid. 

But I know loneliness and 
frustration and I know what 
it is to be overwhelmed by 
emotions. They are all in Jane’s 
frame of reference. As an 
actor, you have a tool box and 
those are in mine.” 

Nadia grew up in 
Manchester. As a teen, she 
was a super, uber, ultimate, 
turbo fan of the Bronte 
sisters. She wasn’t far 
from Howarth and would 
i visit the parsonage where

they grew up.“I am a big fan of all the sisters work and 
I love period dramas. Howarth is an amazing place. It’s 
such an incredible place to be. It’s so isolated and it’s so 
humming with this energy. It’s so cut off. Knowing how 
intelligent and analytical all three of the sisters were was 
very important to me. They had to work hard. Because of 
their gender, they couldn’t come out and earn a living as 
novelists. They had nothing like the recognition they had 
after their lifetime.” 

Jane Eyre remains a bona fide classic - as enjoyable 
for the cast and crew as it is for the audience. 

Nadia adds: “It’s a massive rollercoaster. We haven’t 
had a moment to think. We travel on a Sunday, perform 
Monday to Saturday with eight shows a week and each 
show is three hours. I never leave the stage. But it’s 
amazing to be involved in this whirlwind that completely 
swallows up you. I’ve had to forsake everything in my life 
for now, it’s full on. We have a holiday coming up soon 
and I am really looking forward to downtime so that I can 
reboot. But being part of this, with the National, really is 
a dream.”

Returning series is just 
what the doctor ordered 


I t all started with one blonde 
hair... 

Back in 2015, the BBC 
launched the TV drama Doctor 
Foster starring Suranne Jones as 
GP Gemma Foster, who seemed to 
have the perfect life - until she 
discovered that stray strand of hair 
on her husband’s scarf and began 
to fear he was cheating on her. 
Some viewers may have thought 
that was a bit of an extreme 
reaction, but it turned out that just 
because Gemma was paranoid it 
didn’t mean that Simon (Bertie 
Carvel) wasn’t a cheat who, in 
addition to getting a younger 
woman pregnant, had also secretly 
put his family in a precarious 
financial position. 

Over the course of five exquisitely 
tense episodes, Gemma set out to 
expose the extent of Simon’s 
betrayal, culminating in a horribly 
awkward dinner party and a violent 
confrontation - which an impressive 
10.1 million of us tuned into watch. 

Suranne Jones, who picked up a 
Best Actress Bafta for her 
performance as the woman 


scorned, can understand why 
viewers were hooked - it played on 
our ‘fear of infidelity and fear of not 
being loved’. 

The former Coronation Street star 
adds: “Trust is an issue that is very 
personal to each individual. You 
want to feel love and trust and all 
those things that bind relationships 
together, with your partner, your 
friends, your relatives or any loved 
ones. When you introduce a drama 
about those things people instantly 
identify with it. That’s why 
relationship and family dramas work 
so well when they’re done right.” 

Although some more bloodthirsty 
viewers were slightly disappointed 
that Gemma’s revenge didn’t go 
even further, the series ended with 
Simon in disgrace, forced to leave 
town with his pregnant mistress 
Kate (Jodie Comer), and the doctor 
with her reputation restored and 
custody of her son. 

And as we pick up the action two 
years later in series two, it seems 
things are going well for Gemma. 

Jones says: “On the surface she 


has got her life back together. She’s 
very busy as she’s now head of the 
GP surgery. She’s still got her 
friends around her, like Ros and her 
neighbours across the 
road. She and [son] Tom are very 
close and very happy. They treat 
each other very respectfully and like 
friends, they are very warm to each 
other. She’s happy.” 

However, that’s about to change 
when Simon takes his life into his 
hands and comes back. Jones 
explains: “I think Gemma would like 
to think she is in a position to allow 
herself to move on and him to move 
on as long as they have separate 
lives and they don’t have to deal 
with each other. So 
when she sees him every ounce 
of upset, torment and hatred comes 
flooding back. She can’t control 
herself again and she hates that.” 

But how far will she go this time to 
regain the upper hand? Well, as 
writer and creator Mike Barlett says 
this new series is ‘slightly darker’ 
than the first, Simon should 
probably be very afraid...

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The Crown is still reigning champ 


There’s one thing they never tell you about 
having kids, and that’s to always order the 
salad. 

When everyone around you is chowing down on a 
roast dinner or burger and chips, the salad might seem 
like a rather depressing choice. However, ordering the 
leaves is a must because you will inevitably also eat 
your child’s food. 

“What? You don’t want that indulgently delicious 
goose fat roast potato?” Mummy will have it. “Rare 
roast beef going spare?” Yum, yum, yum. Before you 
know it you’ve eaten your own dinner plus the almost- 
adult sized portion of food sitting untouched in front of 
your one-year-old who prefers to throw crayons on the 
floor than eat. 

Suspecting this would be the case, I ordered the 
salad when we visited The Crown at Wergs one Sunday 
lunch time, declining a delicious-sounding roast in 
favour of a plate of leaves. 


BRISK 

The elegantly furnished gastro-pub was doing a 
brisk Sunday trade with couples and families tucking 
in to tasty-looking food. Service was friendly and, on 
arrival, we were quickly seated, offered the menu and a 
highchair was sorted for our daughter. 

The menu is vast and features everything from 
starters and sharing boards to pizzas, pastas, burgers 
and fish dishes. There was a separate menus of chef’s 
specials, as well as a generous Sunday roast offering. 
There’s even a kid’s menu which doesn’t just serve the 
identikit offerings of fish fingers/chicken nuggets, chips 
and beans options. 

The other half already had his heart set on a roast 
dinner so was delighted that choices included pork, 
beef, chicken and fig and dolcelatte nut roast for 



veggies. With a little one in tow, time was of the essence 
- the window in which she’ll sit happily is pretty small 
without having to resort to episodes of Peppa Pig on the 
iPhone - so we were keen to place our orders. 

We chose some bread and olives to keep hunger 
at bay while we awaited our main course dishes. Our 
daughter, Edie, made light work of the olives while 
my partner and I enjoyed the toasted bread dipped in 
quality olive oil and balsamic vinegar. 

With a bit of down time to take in our surroundings 
before the main courses arrived, we noted the rustic 


chic interior so typical of this type of pub. And there’s an 
open-style kitchen where you can see the chef at work. 

The food arrived and looked superb. The other half 
chose the pork loin roast while we ordered a mini beef 
roast dinner for our little girl. I, meanwhile, chose the 
slow-roasted heirloom tomato salad with brown rice, 
quinoa, edamame beans, baby kale, basil pistou and 
burrata, topped with griddled halloumi. I was a little 
disappointed, particularly at its size; it seemed a bit 
measly for a main course dish, particularly with its 
£12 price tag. However, I consoled myself with the 


knowledge that I’d be tucking into my daughter’s giant 
Yorkshire pud very soon. 

The grilled halloumi was a bit cold, slighty rubbery, 
and I’d argue that the tomatoes were raw rather than 
roasted, but that aside the rest of the ingredients were 
sublime. There was little room for dessert, which was 
quite fortunate seeing as Edie had had her fill of sitting 
still. The bill was just shy of £50 and included a large 
bottle of sparkling water and a 250ml glass of sauvignon 
blanc.

SEAT Leon is the king for this driver 



The Leon is a high-performing, good-value-all-rounder that brings a smile to the driver’s face

It was somehow fitting that we ended up 
at a summer festival when we spent a 
weekend testing the Seat Leon. For the 
Spanish brand’s rival to such classics as 
the Ford Focus and VW Golf is all about 
fun. 

At one point, we wondered whether we 
might just drive onto the main stage, knocking 
over Mumford & Sons drum kit as we went, 
then honked our horn for the 30,000 or so fans 
who were gathered in the field. We were pretty 
sure they’d have been impressed - even if 
Mumford’s drummer might not have been. 

A head-turner with sleek lines and 
contemporary designs - the wing mirrors 
look like something out of Star Trek - it offers 
the same sort of Boom Boom performance 
as the Golf, Focus and Audi A3 but leaves 
you with enough change in your pocket to 
splash out on a case of Rioja, a weekend in 
Barcelona and a year’s supply of acorn-fed 
jamon Iberico. 

Affordability is one of the Seat’s most 
obvious qualities. The difference between it 
and the VW Golf has narrowed over time - 
and the competitively-priced Skoda Octavia 
somewhat complicates the picture by offering 
even better value. But with low running costs 
and decent resale values, it provides more 
bang-for-its-buck than some of its better- 
known rivals. 

Indeed, it’s an area that the manufacturer 
might look to for improvements as rivals offer 
better warranty packages - Kia’s 100,000-mile 
and Hyundai’s unlimited-mileage offers put 
Seat’s 60,000 over three years into the shade. 

The Leon is, of course, all grown up. 


Introduced to the marked in 2000 - and giving 
the VW Golf a run for its money instantly 
- it was updated in 2005 when further 
refinements are made. 

The 5dr Leon finds a neat line between 
performance and economy - offering a 
nippy-but-not-rocket-powered 0-62mph 
in 7.5seconds and atop speed of 140mph 
against decent average fuel economy of 
61mpg. 

It handles well, gripping the road through 
corners like a squirrel with a nut while staying 
impressively flat. 

The steering feels precise and that 
combination of precision and engaged 
handling makes it fun to drive. 

Niggle 

The infotainment system and dashboard 
might be improved. USB stick ports are 
located beneath a too-fiddly shelf while the 
satnav feels somehow frustrating, rather 
than easy to use. It is one of the few minor 
niggles in an otherwise thoroughly enjoyable 
and well-thought-out car. The media system 
features an eight-inch smart touch display 
with ten speakers, voice recognition, DAB 
radio and audio and phone controls that are 
mounted on the steering wheel. 

The interior is as well designed as the 
almost-artistic exterior, with room for the big 
and tall in both front and back. 

The boot space is roomy, offering ample 
space for the weekly shop, a couple of 
suitcases for that weekend in Berlin, a set of 
golf clubs or, more probably, an electric guitar 
with a big old amp. 

A range of steering wheel and seat positions 
make driving a bespoke experience, where 


all options are catered for. The interior is as 
understated as a John Lewis advertisement 
with neat red trim giving the Leon a little 
personality. 

The Leon feels decidedly safe and offers 
amply security functions, including seven 
airbags for front, side, curtain and knees 
along with ISOFIX points in outer rear seats 


and a multi-collision breaking system with 
ABS and TCS. There are plenty of optional 
extras. Our Nevada white model was fitted 
with lane assist and traffic sign recognition, an 
automatic city brake system, traffic jam assist 
and rear view camera, keyless entry and a 
park assistance pack with more than enough 
sensors. 


And while the Leon isn’t quite the perfect 
car and lacks the class best in some areas, 
it outguns many of its rivals. Offering great 
value and bags of contemporary style - 
whoever designed the wing mirrors deserves 
a medal - the Leon is a high-performing, 
good-value all-rounder that brings a smile to 
the driver’s face.

Denise on track to shake 
up exercise for children 


AFTER helping present the BBC cov¬ 
erage of the World Athletics Champi¬ 
onships, former heptathlete, the Black 
Country’s own Denise Lewis has turned 
her attention to something even more 
important - getting the nation’s children 
active. 

The Olympic gold medallist, who grew up in 
Pendeford, Wolverhampton, has joined forces 
with Change4Life, Sport England and Disney 
to encourage kids to try 10 Minute Shake Up, a 
series of 10-minute games and activities to help 
them work towards the 60 minutes of physical 
activity it’s recommended children do every 
day 

Just 23 per cent of boys and 20 per cent of girls 
meet this recommended activity target, and one in 
five children starts primary school overweight or 
obese, rising to more than a third by the time they 
leave. 

Physical 

The West Bromwich-born mum-of-three, who won 
heptathlon gold at the 2000 Sydney Olympics, says: 
“Being active isn’t just for Olympians, it’s something 
that everyone - no matter their age, ability or inter¬ 
ests - can and should take part in. 

“It’s alarming so few boys and girls are hitting 
their physical activity target, so we want to kickstart 
children into being more active. The focus is running, 
jumping, throwing, catching and co-ordination - the 
basics, hence why I got involved, as obviously those 
are things I know very well.” 

Kids are more likely to be active if their parents 
are.

The 10 Minute Shake Ups offer fun activities in¬ 
spired by an array of Disney characters. “The activ¬ 
ities are very simple and the whole family can get 
moving together,” explains Denise, aged 44. 

Denise tries the Shake Ups herself in a short video 
in which she’s coached mercilessly by a seven-year- 
old girl. “The kids in the video wore me out,” says 
the sporty mum, who has a daughter aged 15 and two 
boys, aged eight and 11. 

“As a mum, I know how important being a role 
model is to keeping my family active and healthy. 
Right from the get-go with my children they’ve seen 
me going for a run, being part of athletics, doing cir¬ 
cuits, and it’s almost like osmosis. It’s easier with a 
sporty parent, children will usually follow suit.” 

A survey by Public Health England and Disney 
found 57 per cent of children said they were more 
likely to be active if their parents were - although the 
main motivation for kids was having friends join in 
(53 per cent). 

“Sporty parents will encourage their children to be 
active,” says Denise. 

“The real challenge is children who don’t have 


active parents - how do you get those guys involved 
as well?” Denise suggests the key is to make activity 
easy at first, hence the bite-size, 10-minute chunks 
parents can join in with; playing simple balloon 
games, for example. 

“Just 10 minutes sounds do-able to anybody. You 
can fit it into your day and, if you’re enjoying it, per¬ 
haps you’ll build it up and before you know it the kids 
have hit the target of an hour a day. You realise that 
just getting the heart rate increased is doing every¬ 
one’s bodies the world of good.” 

Activity also helps psychologically. The survey 
found being active made the majority of those aged 
five to 11 feel happier (79 per cent), more confident 
(72 per cent), and more sociable (74 per cent). 

And while Denise admits it would be “fantastic” if 
the 10 Minute Shake-Ups put children on the path 
to becoming top athletes, that’s not really what the 
programme’s about. 

“If we get an Olympian out of this, I would love 
it,” she says, “but this is about the bigger picture of 
having exercise and activity as part of your lifestyle.” 

And 17 years after winning Olympic gold, activity is 
still very much part of Denise’s life. She runs, cycles 
and does circuits and weight training. “I exercise now 
for that space in my mind - and also so I can maintain 
my jeans size,” she admits. “I don’t feel the pressure 
like I used to. It’s about that time away from being 
a busy mum.” 

Denise is optimistic about British sport’s fu¬ 
ture and thinks there’s a plethora of talent coming 
through, particularly in women’s sport. 

“There are a lot of positive role models for young 
women, inspiring other women to want to get in¬ 
volved. That’s a great antidote to the negative images 
I see, like the selfies girls my daughter’s age take - it’s 
all they seem to think about. “Let’s get them thinking 
about being active instead.” 


Windies test proves a 
big hit for Edgbaston 

CATERING sales were the highest ever for a non-Ashes Test at Edgbas¬ 
ton as England beat the West Indies in three days. Warwickshire’s ground 
hosted the first day/night Test in England recently. 

Warwickshire County Cricket Club chief executive Neil Snowball praised 
the efforts of everyone involved. Edgbaston handled 70,000 spectators 
across the three days of play, recording sell-outs on the second and third 
day. 

“One of the primary reasons for playing this Investec Test match in day/ 
night conditions was to support England in preparation for this winter’s 
Ashes. However, to become the first UK venue to stage such a fixture has 
been an honour and builds on our reputation for innovation. 

“We also recognised the commercial opportunity and estimate that total 
ticket sales increased by 25 per cent as a result of the change in format and 
increased marketing. Hospitality sales were also ahead of forecast and our 
merchandise sales were up 30 per cent,” said Mr Snowball. 


New-look triathlon 
entry date revealed 

ATHLETES looking to take part in next year’s Staffordshire Ironman - 
saved thanks to a change of location - can soon register online. 

The Ironman 70.3 event, which has been in the county since 2015, was 
left without a home after the Shugborough Estate, where the race was 
based, said it would no longer play host. Staffordshire County Council had 
said the event, which has previously attracted celebrity names such as chef 
Gordon Ramsay, would remain in the county but concerns were raised it 
might have to be scrapped if a home could not be found.
